Women, Ltd., had his name razored 
from the outside door of Hope Clinic 
Friday, the day that he and his wife, the 
former Rosalie Jean Krekovich of 
Granité City, were released by their 
abductors at approximately 4:40 a.m. 
Friday, the Press-Record has learned.

“We wert to the Zevallos home 
yesterday for just a few minutes. Dr. 
(Hector) Zevallos seems fine and calm. 
He’s in real good shape, he seems to 
have gotten through everything OK,” 
Mary Ann Bright, a neighbor of. the 
recently-released kidnapped 
Zevalloses, said after bringing a 
casserole to the doctor and his wife. 
“Rosalie Jean (Zevallos) is still a 
little bit hesitant to talk about it. I don’t 
think she’s over it all, 1 can imagine 
what she went through,’’ Mrs. Bright 
added. “They played golf Sunday; af- 


his name from the clinic, but a nurse 
there said it was removed at the doc- 
tor’s request. 

‘The FBI stated at a press conference 
late Friday morning that the couple 
was ‘dropped off” near their home 
unharmed after slightly more than a 
week in captivity.

through a lot this last week, but appear 
to be in good physical condition,” 
Joseph Ondrula, FBI special agent 
charge of Central and Southern Illinois, 
said. 

“What we do know, we can't 
discuss,” Ondrula said. The FBI’ in- 
terviewed the couple ‘concerning the 
“kidnapping” once and they have plans 
to conduct a more in-depth interview 
soon. ‘“The Zevalloses started from the 
beginning of the ordeal and went to the 
finish, but we only touched the surface. 
Now we have to go back and fill in holes 
with a more penetrating questioning,” 
Ondrula commented, 

The Zevalloses made a brief ap- 
pearance for news cameras on the front 
lawn of their home about 2:30 p.m. 
Friday and later released a written 
statement. saying that they are 
“delighted to be home and safe.”’ 

FBI agents have revealed very little 
about the case, in fear of jeopardizing 
the investigation. The agents claimed 
not to be “stumped” in the case, but 
they also admit that they are not close 
to making any arrests, although they do 
fave numerous leads on which to 
proceed. 


The FBI will not comment on 
newspaper reports that the Zevelloses 
said three men entered their home 
Thursday night, one armed with a 
handgun, and that they bound, gagged 
and blindfolded the couple before 
leading ‘them through a path in the 
woods toa vehicle, which drove them to 
a house within 100 miles of Edward- 
sville. 

There, according to area newspaper 
reports, they were kept blindfolded 
most of the time, but were treated well. 

There still 
remaining. The FBI said during Friday 
morning’s press conference on the 
family’s lawn, “This is a rare oc- 
curance, it’s not your traditional type of 
kidnapping where the abductors make 
many contacts and demands for 
money. These abductors made only one 
contact and asked for no money,” 
Agent Ondrula commented.’ ‘This 
kidnapping is very peculiar,” he added, 

The first contact with authorities 
after the kidnapping camé ‘when’ the 
FBI received a phone call at 3 p.m, 
Aug. 15 from Dr, Zevallos, saying he 
and his wife were being held hostage by 
a group called the ‘Army of God.” 
Sixteen minutes later, the FBI received 
a call with instructions leading them’to 
a cassette tape and an envelope taped 
to the inside of a chimney ina restroom 
in Forest Park in St. Louis. 

‘The FBI has confirmed that the man 
talking on the cassette was Dr. 
Zevallos, 

Although the FBI is not discussing 
suspects, they did say that based on the 
information gathered so far, part of the

“Some day, when the events of 
this week are well behind us, we % 
hope to be able to answer your 
questions. In the meantime, please - 
accept our thanks for being so un- 
derstanding of our situation,’’ 


Cause of clinic's 
fire still studied 


The fire which swept through Hope 
Clinic For Women Ltd, causing $95,000 
in damages remains almost as much of 
a mystery as it was the night it hap- 
pened, according to’Granite City Police 
Detective Craig Nonn. 


Nonn is a member of the city’s arson 
investigation team, called in after the 
Jan. 23 fire which occured at the out- 
patient surgical center, where abor- 
tions are. performed, The clinic is 
owned by Dr. Hector Zevallos, who 
returned to his home early Friday 
morning with his wife, Rosalie Jean 
after a week in the hands of kidnappers. 

The yet unexplained Jan. 23 fire was 
fueled with controversy from the 
beginning, since it occurred one day 
after the ninth anniversary of the 
Supreme Court decision legalizing 
some abortions.

Defends Steelworkers position 


Buddy W. Davis, United Steelworkers 
District 34 director and chairman of the 
international union’s National Steel 
Corp. negotiating committee, in a 
rebuttal to Granite City Steel President 
James V. Stack last week said failure of 
Wage and benefit ‘‘giveback’’ 
hegotiations last month was not due to 
lack of steelworker sympathy and 
concern for the steel industry. 

' Instead, Davis cited corporate ac- 
tions which he said affect the industy’s 
future and over which union employees 
have no control. 

i In a speech Aug. 10, Stack warned 
local community and business leaders 
that pay and benefit concessions are 
essential for steel firms .to survive. 
Granite City Steel has been a division of 
National Steel since 1971. 

The union leader called the steel 
industry’s bid for about $8 billion in 
contract reductions unreasonable, and 
noted that workers were willing to have 
about $2 billion trimmed from 
previously agreed-upon contract 
provisions. He opposed what he 
described as the suggested expulsion of 
hundreds of satellite steel firms from 
coverage by the steelworkers’ union. 

“] know Lloyd McBride | (in- 
ternational president) was willing to 
dite the bullet,” Davis said. ‘‘Too many 


requested givebacks were the whole 
problem.” 

Adjustments in wage rates cannot be 
regarded as the major answer in 
solving the steel industry’s economic 
woes, he said: “I've never heard in all 
my discussions with National Steel that 
slowing down wages would increase 
their capacity to produce steel.”” 

Davis also objected to what he termed 
Stack’s “saber rattling” message Aug. 
10. He said it contained a dire predic- 
tion of a long and painful dispute next 
year if employees fail to fall in line with 
management requests. 

He accused steelmakers of at- 
tempting to ‘‘divide (union) leadership 
from the rank and file’ and said the 
talk mentioned the possibility that 
individual employees would have ac- 
cepted the giveback plan that the 
presidents of union locals rejected. 

According to Davis, McBride would 
have had a hard time persuading 
members to agree to even $2 billion in 
wage and benefit cuts. ‘There was 
absolutely no way union members 
would have accepted the companies’ 
offer,” he said. 

Besides National Steel, the United 
Steelworkers of America, AFL-CIO, 
bargain in joint talks on behalf of 
employees of seven other major steel 


companies that operate dozens of 
plants. 

Here, members of Steelworkers 
Local 67 — one of five locals and one 
that represents a third of the Granite 
City workers — wore T-shirts and hats 
imprinted with ‘‘no concessions’’ 
messages. 

Despite the fact National Stee] is 
losing money now, Davis said, the plant 
here is viewed as being ‘‘in good shape” 
compared to other plants, due to high 
productivity, its central location, and 
the money the company has been 
willing to invest to modernize 
steelmaking equipment here. 

Until this year, Davis said, Granite 
City Steel has always proved a profit 
maker for its parent company. But, he 
said, National Steel, as’ other steel 
companies, has been using its funds to 
invest in other fields, such as financial 
institutions, the aluminum industry and 
fabrication and processing plants. 

. He quoted Stack as saying at one time 
that workers cannot expect National 
Steel to reinvest everything it receives 
into steel facilities: “If we (put) 100 
percent of cash flow back into the 
plants, we would lose $2.1 billion in the 
balance of the 1980s. At 150 percent, 
there would be $3.5 billion lost. It makes

Chromalloy details reductions 
to adapt to sagging economy — 


Chromalloy. American 
Corporation parent company 
of Pre-Coat Metals in 
Granite City, is carying out a 
broad restructuring of 
operations throughout the 
multi-industry company to 
bring costs and working 
capital into line with the 
levels of business prevailing 
key markets at this time, 
E. _ Stevens, 

president and chief 
operating officer, said teday. 
The company has sub- 
stantially reduced. payroll 
costs, Stevens said, through 
a combination of layoffs, job 
terminations. and early 
retirements affecting about 
2,500 employees. 
Chromalloy’s domestic 
employment has _ been 
brought down from about 
17,500 at the beginning of 
1982 to about 15,000 today, 
“The decision to reduce 
employment to the extent 
that we have was not an easy 
one,”’ Stevens said. 
“However, it was necessary

We didn’t mention that one employee here was wearing 

a “legalize okra’ button. Nor did we say that some 

ple wanted to send an okra bouquet to the police 
lepartment. 

We didn’t speculate that police from throughout the 
Quad-Cities might be formulating plans for a daring 
nighttime okra sweep of the arva. 

We handled it as a legitimate news item and 
photograph of the victim with he remaining okra. The 
police were, of course, embarrassed about the whole 
incident. They had a report of marijuana growing and, 
in the dark, it looked like marijuana, so they pulled up 
the plants. 

We didn’t rub their noses in it. We have too much 
respect for our police department and our officers to do 
that, but you, fellow journalists, chose to treat it as a 
big joke. May a hoard of locusts descend on your okra 
crop! 


Welcome home Zevalloses 


In the midst of all the bad news that has bannered the 
headlines recently, there was some good news last 
Friday in the form of the release of Dr. and Mrs. 
Zavellos. 

Although we do not condone the Army of God’s kid- 
napping of the Zevalloses, we are grateful that the ab- 
ductors released the Edwardsville couple unharmed,

Bill avoids duplication 
in assessing businesses 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has _ signed 
legislation that will revise 
state) laws to halt inequities 
in assessing business 
properties and expand op- 
portunities for venture 
capital to become available 
to Illinois firms. 

House Bill 1296 prevents 
corporations from being 
taxed both through the 
personal property 
replacement tax and through 
taxation as real property if 
that property was classified 
and assessed as. personal 


' property before 1979. 


Senate Bill 1375 would 
nemove current roadblocks 
to greater investment by 
development corporations. 

“These bills will help our 
continued economic 
development by removing 
barriers that some 
businesses have run into, 
either through — unfair 
assessment practices or 
through outdated or un- 
necessarily restrictive 
regulations that prevent 
more investment in our 
state,’ the governor said 
during a joint news con- 
ference with Sen, Prescott 
Bloom of Peoria, where the 
conference was held. 

Thompson credited’ the 

“Spaxpayers’ Federation with 
proposing and working 
vigorously for passage of the 
measure. 

“This bill will allow the 
Legislature to come up with 
a sensible approach to what 
is real property and what is 
not and prevent inequities 
from taking place while that 
uniform definition is 
decided,”” Thompson said. 
The measure is effective 
immediately. 

Senate Bill 1375, also ef- 
fective immediately, up- 

_ dates. the 1965 Illinois 
Development Credit Cor- 
poration Act, That law is 
designed to allow develop- 
ment credit corporations, 
composed. of financial in- 
stitutions, to organize and 
make loans to small- or 

“ medium-sized businesses 
which otherwise would be 
unable to receive loans 
through more conventional 
sources, 

‘The changes contained in 
the bill include: 

+ —Deleting the prohibition 
that the development cor- 
porations cannot borrow 
more than 10 times their 


outstanding capital stock. 

—Providing that member 
loan limits shall be adjusted 
every five years. 

—Bliminating the require- 
ment that loan limits be 
prorated among members 
and that those limits be 
reduced by the amount of 
capital stock investments of, 
the member. 

—Permitting the corpora- 
tions to require, as a con- 
dition of lending, the transfer 
or promise of transfer of 
stock to itself from , the 
borrower's company. 

Permitting member _fi- 
nancial institutions to 
acquire ownership in a 
development corporation in 
excess of 10 percent of the 
member’s loan limit.

Governor James R. 
Thompson has acted on 
legislation that will broaden 
the program to determine 
wether a nursing home 
applicant can use in-home 
and community-based 
services, rather than receive 
nursing home care. 

“In-home care for senior 
citizens in Illinois has 
significantly improved 
under the Thompson 
Administration and this. is 
another step in giving the’ 
elderly the choice of staying. 
in theik homes and. 
remaining independent or, 
receiving the care they may, 
need directly from nursing: 
shomes,” the governor said. 

“‘What this legislation does 
is further involve state 
government in providing our 


senior citizens with the 
opportunity to make that 
decision for themselves,” he 
said, ‘‘and gives them the 
options they need to make a 
choice that will assure them 
of the comfort and care they 
require in the future,” he 
said. 

Thompson signed House 
Bill 2147, which requires the 
Department of Public Aid to 
establish a nursing home 
pre-screening pr im in 
conjunction with other state 
agencies, particularly the 
Departments on Aging and, 
Rehabilitation Services. 

According to the 
legislation, priority for 
services will be given to 
seniors who are at their 
imminent risk of in- 
stitutionalization.

It also requires 
Public Aid to apply for a 
waiver from the federal 
Health and Human services

The sad news last week in 
St. Louis of the death of a 15- 
year-old football player 
stricken and then dying 
following a high school pre- 
season practice session 
makes me, again, strongly 
urge that our society face up 
to its obligations in this area 
of our life: much stricter 
physical exams before a 
young man, or woman, is 
permitted to ‘‘go out for the 
school teams.’’ 

Whether true or not ... and, 
I’m sure that in most cases, 
it isn’t true ... I’ve always 
felt that the “physicals’’ 
given to athletes are much 
too casual and not nearly as 
exhaustive as they should be 

to detect any possible 
danger to a young man or. 
woman who wishes to play 
the sport being considered. 

And, in this same ballpark, 
or area, I feel very strongly 
that our society must do 
more to protect the athletes 
at the junior and senior high 
school levels with the 
presence of an athletic 


trainer at all games. And, for 
that matter, a qualified 
doctor on the ‘sidelines at 
those same contests. 

Funny thing, in talking this 
problem over with many 
athletes, I have had not too 
much support from the older 
players ... 45 and older .., 
who take the position, 
generally, that “we didn’t 
have them, so why should we 
waste it on the young ones.” 

Of course, the deaths are 
the most dramatic cases, but 
I maintain that there would 
be less men walking around 
now in their 50s with gimpy 
knees and aching livers, et 
al, if there had been just 
rudimentary help on ‘the 
sidelines in years past. 

In fact, it has been only 
recently that our universities 
and colleges have offered 
and given degrees in the 
area of physical therapy. 

Most colleges do, now, 
have what the Public calls 
“Team Trainers” with most 
of their teams. The pro 
teams ... football, basketball 
and baseball .. led in the 
appointment of such im- 


portant personnel, But, only 
in recent years, 

It's in the same category, I 
suspect, as our outlook on 
problems of obtaining expert 
Officiating in all areas of 
sports, We don’t mind paying 
large sums of money to view 
a footbaH game, for 
example, but at the same 
time we don’t insist that the 
owners furnish expert 
umpires and referees to 
“‘work’’ those games. 

The advent of the ‘‘instant 
replay’ has very 
dramatically illustrated the 
need for better officials. 

Again, I feel that there is a 
place in our scene of things 
for schooling .., on the 
college level ... for courses 
aimed at producing well 
schooled and trained of- 
ficials. I think ‘that our 
society, which is highly 
sports minded, should face 
up to its obligation of seeing 
to it that our sons and 
daughters be provided with. 
officials who, first, know 
rules of the sports they 
“call” and secondly that 
their eyesight is good enough

to see .., correctly .... whit 
went on on the playing field, 

And, lastly, that those 
same officials shouldn’* Bé 
ashamed to utilize that samé 
“instant replay’ capability 
to backstop their decisions 
when a game’s outcome 
depends on the right ‘call’ 
being made. The technology 
is there right: now: all. we 
have to do is make | the 
decision to use it, { 

And, in conclusion: my 
biggest “beef” through. the 
years has been in the fiell of 
“calling balls and strikes.” 
The electronic tools for the 
calling of balls and strikes 
are in being. And, I’m ‘not 
suggesting that the umpire 
behind the plate 
eliminated; no, not at all, He 
should be there to control 
game... to.call interference, 
foul bails, etc. ... but let the 
unerring electonic eye say 
whether or not the pitch ‘got 
the corner.”’

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Housing authority meets in private 
to draft racial-mix counterproposal 


By PAIGE ST. JOHN 

The Madison County 
Housing Authority board has 
decided to go to the 
Washington, D. office of 
the Department Housing 
and Urban Development 
again with changes it wants 
on a fair housing agreement. 

During a meeting last 
week, authority commission 
chairman Reese Hoskin of 
Collinsville directed 
authority attorney Joe Hill to 
draft a letter to the 
Washington HUD office. The 
letter will contain 
Statements of concern, 

recommendations and 
requests drawn’ up by 
authority commissioners at 
a ‘“‘working session’’held 
before the scheduled 
Meeting, Hoskin said. 
+ Commissioners spent one 
and one-half hours last 
Tuesday night discussing the 
fair housing agreement in 
the unannounced ‘working 
Session,”’ apparently in 
violation of the Illinois Open 
Meetings Act. 

The ‘working ‘session’ 
appeared to qualify under 
the state definition of a 
Meeting of a public body 
(any gathering of a majority 
of a quorum held for the 
purpose of discussing public 
business.) 

State law requires at least 

24-hour notice be given to the 
press before such meetings. 
No such notice was given to 
newspapers, 
_» During the session,’ which 
was attended by the full 
housing authority board, 
commissioners apparently 
discussed . the potential 
consequences if the 
authority signs the fair 
housing agreement as 
submitted by the 
Washington, D.C., HUD 
office. 


Authority commissioners 
refused to be specific on 
what the requests and 
recommendations arrived at 
are. Hoskin later said that 
the recommendations. in- 
cluded deletion of some 
passages of the HUD fair 
housing agreement, and 
wording changes in other 
passages. 

Hill mentioned during the 
meeting that he made a 
report during the working 
session on a discussion he 
had with the HUD fair 
housing office attorney, 
apparently concerning the 
fair housing agreement. 

Nothing more was said 
concerning the fair housing 
agreement being pushed for 
by 
office to desegregate public 
housing: in Madison County. 

‘After a special meeting 
called three weeks ago in an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
approve the fair housing 
agreement, housing 
authority Executive Director 
Janet Haroian said the 
commission was unhappy 
with wording contradictions 
in the agreement. 

Several clauses of the fair 
housing agreement state 
that no discrimination could 
be made by the authority, 
she said, but other clauses 
provide for housing priority 
in some cases be given to 
tenants willing to move into 
housing where they would be 
a minority. 

That contradiction could 
open the authority up to 
reverse discrimination 
lawsuits, she said, 

In the past, authority 
commissioners have also 
objected to signing the 
housing agreement with no 
assurance funds to im- 
plement the required 
changes would be granted.

Legislation for postnatal diseases testing 


Legislation that will 
continue testing for certain 
postnatal diseases by the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health has been signed into 
law by Governor James R.

If 
this problem is riot 
discovered and treated early 
in life, the person will almost 
suffer from poor 
physical developmnent and 
be mentally retarded. 

Hypothyroidism occurs 
about once in every 4,500 
newborn infants and is a 
result of the thyroid gland 
failing to develop properly or 


the thyroid hormone being 
low or absent. 

‘The hormone is needed for 
groth of the brain and body. 
When absent, the’ infant 
slowly retards in growth and 
mental - capacity. This 
disease, like PKU, can be 
treated easily and ef- 
fectively if detected early.

“The main idea is. to 
protect our general cor- 
porate fund at, all cost, 
because if it goes broke, we 
really go broke,”’ Smith said. 

The county approved. the 
proposal and also approved 
other. assumptions for the 
finance committee to work 
with that included using 
federal revenue sharing 
money only for capital ex- 
penditures; .allocating state 
replacement tax revenues 
for the general fund, jail 
bonds and sewer bonds; and 
rebuilding the general fund 
reserves to a level not less 
than one month's operating 
expenditures. 

General fund reserves 
have dwindled to $400,000, 
and the finance committee’s 
goal is ‘to raise the reserves 
to $1 million next year. 

The question of using 
federal revenue sharing 
funds only for capital ex- 
penditures has been 
discussed in the past, with 
many board members 
saying that federal money 
should not be used for 
salaries. They fear that 
revenue sharing money may 
be reduced or eliminated in 
the near future, 

However, salaries make 
up 70 to 75 percent of the 
general fund, and some 
board members have said 
that. employee layoffs may 
be necessary to balance the 
budget. Board member Don 
McLean, Edwardsville, said 
he would rather see some 
federal money go. to pay 
salaries instead of seeing 
workers lose their jobs. 

The board, however, 
overwhelmingly appoved 
tising federal money solely. 
for capital improvements. 

“T don’t think we want to 
get in a position where we 
must count on revenue 
sharing for salaries,’ 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer 
of Granite City said. “It can 
be taken away from us as 
fast as it was given to us. We 
could put ourselves in 
trouble.”’ 

Although the board ap- 
proved the four guidelines 
When it voted on each 
proposal separately, the 
board members originally 
defeated the guidelines 12-10 
when the proposals were 
lumped together for a single 
yote, 

That first defeat. disturbed 
finance committee chairman 
William Little, Alton, who 
said his committee needs 
some input and suggestions 
from the board before it can 
begin its work on the budget. 

Herschel Beane, Godfrey, 


explained that he was  op- 
posed to only one of the four 
guidelines, which was why 
he voted against the entire 
package. 

The suggestion was ‘then 
made to have roll call ‘yotes 
all passed easily, except for 
the removal of the three 
functions from the general 
fund, which was approved by 
a 13-8 vote.

Bluebirds are cousins to 
the robins and rarely raise 
their voices. They only fight 
when they’re defending their 
nests and they usually lose 
the battle. These little 
lovable creatures have 
radient blue backs, wings, 
tails, a red-brown breast 
and have always 
represented springtime, 
happiness and love. 

Area resident, Alan

“‘We have not had to do this 
before, but we have to ask 
the parents to help us this 
year because the costs are so 
high,” Mrs Folkerts said, 


they cannot save themselves 
individually—man. needs to 
save them, and that is 
exactly what Alan Forbes is 
doing. With the help of scouts 
from troops 146, 5, 96, 46, 13 
and 102, thirty-nine Bluebird 
houses were built and placed 
on Chouteau Island and the 
Ralph Grange Farm near 
Edwardsville. 

The material used to build 
the houses were unwanted 
scraps used by the building 
trades class at Granite City 
High School South. From 
those scraps, a total of 70 
homes were completed. 

‘The homes are built out of 
weathered wood (Bluebirds 
prefer this), and dull colored 
paint or plastic spray can be 
used to make the homes 
durable and long-lasting. 
The construction does not 
have to be perfect because if 
the boards do not fit 
properly, an adequate 
amount of ventilation will be 
provided. A one and a half 
inch opening near the top, 
small enough so only the tiny 
Bluebirds may enter, en- 
sures saftey. Perches are not 
needed; sparrows love them, 


She indicated that the por- 
tion the parents are being 
asked to pay is less than one- 
half of the total cost. 

Mrs. Folkerts also ex- 
plained the ‘‘Assertive 
Discipline’? workshop which

the disciplinary methods of 
other people,, and cannot 
effectively discipline their 
students,’’ Mrs. Folkerts 
stated.

Raise maximum income for 
county housing dwellers 


By PAIGE ST. JOHN 

The median income for a 
family of four in Madison 
County has risen in the last 
two years from $21,528 to 
$25,875. With the increase 
has come a rise in the in- 
come ceiling level for 
families to qualify for public 
housing, 

The Madison County 
Housing Authority board last 
week raised the maximum 
income level for a family of 
four to $20,700 for Section 8 
(subsidized) housing and 
$18,600 for conventional 
public housing. 

The income ceiling is 
much higher than what most 
people associate with public 
housing tenants, housing 
authority Executive Director 
Janet Haroian said, 

For the last two years, the 
income ceiling for a family 
of four for conventional 
public housing was $15,500. 

The ceiling limits are 
based on the median income 
for Madison County 
residents and are adjusted 
every two years. Section 8 
ceilings are 80 percent of the 
median income.  Con- 
ventional housing limits are 
set at 90 percent of the 
Section 8 ceiling. 

Under the new income 
ceiling limits, a single 
person making $14,500 or less 
yearly would qualify for 
Section 8 housing. Making 
less than $13,050 yearly, that 
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person would qualify for 
conventional public housing. 

Single tenants must also be 
elderly, handicapped or 
disabled to qualify. 

Two people in a family unit 
earning less than $16,550 
yearly would qualify for 
Section 8. A three-member 
household must earn less 
than $18,650 yearly to 
qualify. 

An eight-member 
household could earn up to 
$25,900 yearly and still 
qualify for Section 8 housing 
, Mrs. Haroian said. 

“It’s not just the low in- 
come level people who 
qualify for the housing,” she 
said. “If people knew that, 
maybe some of’ their 
opinions about who lives in 
public housing would 
change.” 

In other business, the 
housing authority Tuesday 
night: 

—Was informed of Social 
Services Director Charles 
Haynes’ resignation, ef- 
fective Sept. 6. Haynes has 


been working for the 
authority for six years, and 
is leaving to attend a New 
York fashion design school. 
Authority commissioners 
had not yet received his 
letter of resignation and 
were surprised to learn of it 
Tuesday night. 

—Went into closed session 
to discuss’ union contract 
negotiations. The authority 
is still negotiating with the 
Teamsters union (which 
represents most authority 
employees). After the closed 
session, commissioners 
voted to send a contract 
proposal to the union for 
ratification. Commissioners 
were not specific on the 
contents of the proposal. 

—Approved a change in 
policy for advertising bid 
invitations, The commission 
raised the minimum level for 
formal, published bid ad- 
vertisements from $2,500 to 
$5,000. Bid awards under 
$5,000, but in excess of $500, 
may be done by invitation to 
selected suppliers.

School bus driver 
training workshop 


Harold E. Briggs, regional 
superintendent of schools, 
announces all persons who 
make application for an 
Illinois school bus driver’s 
permit must attend an initial 
12-hour School Bus Driver 
Training Workshop within 45 
school days from date of 
application. This is a state 
law. Any person interested in 
attending a specific 
workshop should notify the 
Regional Superintendent’s 
office to be enrolled. 

It is also a mandatory 
requirement for each person 
employed as a bus driver in 
the State of Illinois to attend 
an annual 2-hour refresher 
workshop after the initial 12- 
hour course is completed. 

Madison County has four 
(4) certified instructors to 
conduct these workshops. 
Madison County is alloted 
ten (10) 12-hour workshops 
for the 1982-83 school year, 
which are funded by the 
State of Illinois. The 
schedule of these workshops 
is set up in order to have one 
every month during the 
school year, at various 
locations throughout the 
county. 

It is a state law that each 
and every person employed 
as a school bus driver in the 
State of Illinois must attend 
these required workshops. 
The Regional Superin- 
tendent of Schools office in 
Madison County keeps a 
record of all bus driver 
prmits that are issued and if 
anyone does not comply with 
the state regulations, their 
bus driver’s permit is 
suspended until which time 
all requirements are met. 


A pre-employment. in- 
terview is conducted with 
every applicant to determine 
if he or she is qualified to 
drive a school bus properly 
by the district superin- 
tendent or person designated 
by the local. Board of 
education. Each applicant 
should be provided sufficient 
practical  ‘‘behind-the-wh- 
eel’ instruction to ensure 
that the applicant has 
exhibited proficiency in safe 
and proper operation of a sh- 
cool bus,

By ANGELA GRUPAS 
of the Press-Record 
Living in an unfamilar 


= country, miles away from 


home, might seem a little 
Scary for some people, but 
Bibi Christoff, local youth 
who just returned from a 
year’s stay in Finland, has to 
disagree.“I really enjoyed 
living in a foreign country, 
even though the culture was 
very different from the 
American way of life,” Miss 
Christoff stated. 

Finland is located very 
near the Artic circle, so the 
climate remains on the cool 
side year round, ‘“‘It began to 
snow Oct. 28 and snow 
remained on the ground until 
June 11,” Bibi remarked. 
“During the winter, the sky 
remained dark and the sun 
never fully rose. From 10 
a.m, until 3 p.m, were the 
only hours with sunlight,” 
Bibi added. Finland is called 
the ‘Land of the Midnight 
Sun.’ That is very ap- 
propriate,’’ she noted. 

The modes of _tran- 
sportation’ varied  con- 
siderably from the States. 
“Everyone rides bicycles, 


even when there is snow and 
ice on the ground,” Bibi said. 
The price for a driver's 
license ($800) might be the 
cause for the lack of 
automobiles. ‘Kids are still 
excited about getting their 
driver’s ‘license, but they 
don’t go cruising around like 
American kids do,’’ she 
stated. 

Finland is a very modern 
country and it has many of 
the same modern conviences 
as America, except Finnish 
homies lack clothes dryers. 
“The washers are so small, 
only one pair of jeans can be 
washed at a time, and there 
are absolutely no dryers,” 
said Bibi. It can take up to 
five hours to dry one gar- 
ment, she said. 

While in Finland, 
late August of 1981, Bibi 
stayed with two _ host 
families. ‘‘Both families had 
daughters, but they were in 
school out of town,” stated 
Bibi. The area in which Miss 
Christoff resided is classified 
as the Northern part of 
Finland, but it is far from 
North, 

The closer one gets to the 


since 


~ Artic circle, the less the area 


is inhabited. ‘Really, 
Seinajoki (town where Miss 
Christoff lived) is in the 
lower region of Finland,” 
she stated. Finland also is 
known as the ‘Land of 1,000 
Lakes.’ ‘ In the area where I 
lived, almost eveyone owned 
a beach housé. It is just 
normal,”’ she added. 

The climate and different 
culture were not as hard to 
get used to as the food was, 
she relates. Finnish people 
enjoy eating something that 
is called ‘blood pancakes,’ 
made of flour and cows’ 
blood. ‘‘That was something 
that I could not tolerate 
smelling, let alone eating,’™ 
recalled Bibi. Without 
adequate refrigeration, 
some regular foods were odd 
tasting in Finland. ‘‘They 
don’t have any McDonald's 
or other fast food 
restuarants, but they do 
have a 112gram burger 
(instead of a _ quarter- 
pounder),’’ stated Miss 
Christoff. 

““When she returned home, 
the whole family noticed she 
was eating a lot faster than 


before,” Dee Christoff, her 
sister, recalled. 


Mrs. Christoff was pleased 
that her daughter chose to 
become an exchange 
student. ‘She filled out a 
form for ‘the Rotary Club 
when she was only 14 years 
old, too young to be con- 
sidered at that time, but with 
her persistence, she was able 
to be an exchange student 
her junior year,’’ recalled 
Mrs. Christoff. “My 
daughter and I both felt that 
it was time to explore 
another country, and why 
not Finland.”” 


“J missed home and: my 
parents, but I called 
regularly and that made my 
family and me happy,” Miss 
Christoff stated. 

‘The entire school system 
there. contrasts that of 
America, she says. Children 
begin school at the age of 7 
and enter first grade. They 
advance into middle school 
and after completing ninth 
grade they are no longer 
required to attend school.

Climaco’s petitions were 
distributed in violation of 

, election rules. 

Gaffner contended Mrs. 
Climaco and her husband, 
Cesar, circiilated petitions 
for her candidacy in the 
March Democratic primary, 
so they were barred from 
circulating petitions for her 
candidacy in November. 

The panel found that 3,494 

» of the petition signatures 
were invalid for that reason, 
but found enough remaining

Gaffner says Bill Hart, 
administrative assistant to 
the congressman, was 
quoted in the Belleville 
News-Democrat Friday as 
saying he saw ‘‘no issues in 
this election to be debated 
and there are no charges 
worthy of response.”’ 

Gaffner cited 18.7 percent 
unemployment in Granite 
City as one example of a 
problem worthy of debate 
and said he would like to ask 
Price why he has not seen fit 
to introduce legislation to 
assist the ailing U.S. steel 
industry. 

Citing Hart’s statement, 
Gaffner said, “‘A statement 
like that makes me wonder 


how out of touch Mr. Price 
and.his office are with the 
district. Don’t they realize 
that we have the highest 
unemployment rates since 
the Great Depression?”’ 

He also contended that 
Cong. Price has not sought 
foreign markets for Illinois 
coal. ‘Maybe if Mr. Price 
would come. home more 
often, he would be more 
aware of the many serious 
problems facing the people 
he was elected to represent,” 
Gaffner charged. 

“J feel that it’s time Cong. 
Price stops hiding behind his 
staff and starts addressing 
the problems facing the 
people of the Metro-East. 
The 2ist District does have 
major problems, neither Mel 
Price nor Bil Hart can deny 
this and I feel this district 
deserves an active 
Congressman, not just a 
Congressional staff,’’ the 
Republican candidate 
concluded. 


Study mine subsidence 


The Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and. Regional 
Planning Commission of 
Collinsville has been 
selected to conduct a $26,500 
study to identify areas in the 
State prone to coal mine 
subsidence and to develop a 
model zoning ordinance to 
minimize property damage. 

According to Governor 
James R. Thompson, who 

. announced the study, “The 
metropolitan East St. Louis 

» area has been especially 
heavily undermined. 
methods are needed to plan 
for _ eliminating or 
minimizing subsidence 
damage in the future 
throughout the state, 

The Mlinois State Police 
District 11 headquarters at 
_ Maryville is but one victim 
of mine subsidence. Walls 
have cracked, a radio tower 
tilted and extensive repairs 
have been required. 

In 1979, the Illinois General 
Assembly passed legislation 
requiring insurance com- 
panies in the state to provide 
low-cost mine subsidence 
insurance. In 32 counties 


"., with more than one percent 


of land undermined, an 
optional mine subsidence 
rider was required on 
homeowner’s insurance 
policies. 

Granite City residents 
were advised, however, not 
to purchase the coverage, 
since there are no known 
mines in the bottoms. 

“The initial thrust of the 


plan commission's work will’ 


be to educate groups, 
citizens and developers on 
the effects of mine sub- 
sidence and how to limit its 
damage, according to Sue 
Massie, director of the 


abandoned mined lands 
reclamation program for the 
Illinois Department of Mines 
and Minerals. 

A model zoning ordinance 
may be adopted in a local 
building code for silting 
development or local 
governments may want to 
revise it to fit their own 
needs, she said. 

Areas of the state which 
are prone to subsidence will 


be identified according to the 
depth of underlying coal 
mines and the soil or over- 
burden formations above 
mined-out areas, she added. 

After completion of the 
SIMARPC study is com- 
pleted, the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Commerce and 
Community Affairs will 
distribute the infoomation 
and hold public meetings in 
affected areas.

MARGE also plans to 
rehabilitate. the Merchants 
Bridge, a railroad span 
connecting Venice and St.

Railroads, the federal 
government, Illinois and. 
Missouri are cooperating to 
help ease delays in tran- 
sferring rail freight to, from 
and through the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

The overall plan totals 
several hundred million 
dollars, with substantial 
savings to be derived by 
shippers and consumers. 

The U.S. previously ap- 
proved issuance of $20 
million in share bonds and 
appropriated $5 million for 
engineering work.

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Time to discover new Horseshoe Lake, officials say : 


Horseshoe Lake State Park has too 
often been ignored — branded with a 
bad reputation — by its neighboring 
communities, according to Lynn 
Wright, park site supervisor. He says it 
is time residents visit the facilities and 
judge the park for themselves. 

Lynn Wright, who has been in charge 
of the site for the last year, said one of 
his main goals is to give a family at- 
mosphere to the area. He believes he is 
succeeding, at least with the physical 
development of the park. The popular 
attitude to discard the area as a 

* recreational choice is another matter, 
he said. 

The park has had to contend with, 
among other obstacles, a reputation for 
being a homosexual gathering site, for 
being plagued by low water levels and 
periodic fish kills, and for offering few 
developed recreational facilities. 

Coincidentally, another possible 
roadblock to the siate’s attempt to 
complete the park was the reason for 
Wright's invitation to speak last week 
to the Sewer and Drainage Committee 
of the Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce. 

" Wright was responding to published 

* statements made last month by 
Committee Member William Nichols, 
owner of lakefront property, who said a 
zoning dispute could complicate the last 
leg of the park’s acquisition plan. The 
purchase of Nichols’ 524 acres would. 
complete the state’s plan to obtain 80 
percent ownership of the lake and 
surrounding property. 

(Wednesday, the Madison County 
Board denied Nichols’ request to move 
topsoil from land, where he intended to 
operate a catfish-raising pond. Nichols 
has said that difficulty with the permit 


could cause him to oppose sale of his 
lake property to the state park.) 

The remaining 20 percent of lakefront 
property is owned by the Granite City 
Steel Divison of National Steel Corp., 
which pours clear treated water into 
the lake. 

A Department of Conservation em- 
ployee with the Land and Historic Sites 
Division, Wright appeared before the 
Chamber committee to give the latest 
status report on what has become, in a 
way, a forgotten state park. 

“I’m trying to make people recognize 
the area as a state park,” Wright said. 
“We have a unique area here.” 

Part of the park’s unique appeal is its 
close proximity to several cities. 
Roaming “‘just right in the middle” of 
urban areas are deer, fox, beavers, 
abundant muskrats, and even a few 
mink, Wright said. 

Cities within a short drive of the 
park’s main entrance on Highway 111 
include Granite City, Collinsville, 
Madison, Venice and East St. Louis. 

According to Wright, St. Louis bird- 
watchers drive to Horseshoe Lake to 
see some comparatively rare varities, 
among them the English Sparrow and 
the Black Crown Night Heron. Granite 
City, in fact, serves as a_ special 
meeting spot for the Black Crown. 

“I just don’t think people are aware 
the park is as developed as it is,” 
Wright, in an interview Tuesday, said. 
One problem niay be that Granite City 
already has a good park, but the 
supervisor emphasized Horseshoe Lake 
provides a fairly ‘good park” at- 
mosophere itself. 

Fishing, boating and picnicking 
facilities have all undergone noticeable 
improvements within the last few 


years, according to the site supervisor. 

Two boat ramps are available for 
public use. A third one is available to 
duck hunters. Boats are restricted to 10- 
horsepower limit, a state regulation 

Main picnic areas with shelters and 
barbecue grills are located at the 
park’s main highway entrance and on 
an island in the middle of the lake. Two 
20 by 40-foot shelters each house four to 
six, picnic tables. 

This spring, a newly-developed North 
Shore picnic area opened. Next spring, 
29 trailer camping pads and 20 tent 
camping. spaces will be available 
Construction is completed at the site on 
the south end of the island, Wright said, 
but will not open until March-or April, 
depending on the Spring thaw. 

In the development stage this sum- 
mer is a three-mile combined bird- 
watching and hiking trail on the island. 
The path will be divided into three 
sections to allow shorter or more 
ambitious walks. 

A Collinsville resident, volunteering 
his time this summer, is busy laying out 
the trail, which will feature woodchip 
paths and guide signs. The volunteer is 
developing a pamphlet to explain to 
visitors the sights and sounds to be 
observed. 

‘A portion of the path is accessible to 
the public now. The completed. trail 
should be ready in the Spring. 

The island also holds an undeveloped 
12-acre Indian village, cited in a 1975 
archeological survey. Some graves 
have been discovered at, the location. 
The land was in crop production when 
the survey was released, and the area 
has since been allowed to remain 
relatively undisturbed. For the time 
being, however, visitors are being 


discouraged from touring the area. 

A second potential archeological dig, 
an Indian Mound, can be found on the 
east shore of the lake. 

The availability of funding and 
scholarly interest will determine the 
immediate future of both sites, Wright 
said. 

A feasibility study will determine the 
future of Wright’s plans for a special 
youth camping area, tentatively set for 
the northern end of the island. ‘‘We 
have to look at the accessibility and the 
impact on the area first.” 

Two active hunting programs have 
been in operation for duck and dove 
hunters for the last few years. A third 
program, for muskrat trapping, began 
last year. About 1,500 hunters used the 
park last year. 

Twenty-seven duck blind. positions 
are annually awarded through a public 
drawing held in June in preparation for 
a 50-day hunting season, usually 
starting in late October. Hunters who 
do not win the lottery are eligible for 
unclaimed hunting blinds on a daily 


basis. 

After the first week of hunting, 
Wright said, it is be unusual for a 
hunter not to find an unclaimed spot. 
The same is true during the September 
dove hunting season. The birds are 
hunted in a 45-acre sunflower field on 
the island. Forty hunters are allowed to 
participate each day. 

The supervisor also is considering a 
youth hunting program to ‘‘to allow 
youths to hunt and experience hunting 
without haying to contend with the 
adult hunter.” Wright hopes to begin 
the program, intended for those 16 and 
under, within a year. 

Teenagers have contributed to 
Horseshoe Lake’s share of problems, 
according to Wright. He said groups: 
have violated the park's 10 p.m. curfew 
to gather and drink. The staff has in- 
stalled gates on the north shore, which 
are closed nightly after the curfew. 

The Department of Conservation has 
assigned a special temporary wat- 
chman for the park this summer. 
Unfortunately, Wright said, when one 


area is closed, violators manage to find 
another entrance. 

Another continuing problem for the 
park is illegal trash dumping. Depart- 
ment of Conservation police officers 
and the Horseshoe Lake staff are 
conducting their own campaign against 
the litterers by handing out tickets, 
carrying minimum $50 fines. 

Wright said that staff members often 
go through the discarded trash in 
search of any item that could help 
identify violators. Area residents also 
are cooperative in recording the license 
numbers of trash dumpers. 

Attendance at the park this year has 
been averaging between 4,500 and 5,000 
a month, said Wright. Most of the 
visitors picnic at the park picnic 
grounds or fish for the spring crappie or 
summer bluegill and channel catfish. 

He said he would guard against 
overuse. as vehemently as lack of 
participation. Wright noted that the 
park has not yet reached its potential 
audience and inyited local residents to 
at least give the park a chance,

Barbecuing is 
American tradition 


By BOB GONKO 


The romance associated 
with cowboys cooking on 
the range is so great that it 
could easily be at the root 
of our mania for meals 
prepared and eaten out- 
doors. 

The chuck. wagon tail- 
gate has its present-day 
counterpart in the station 
wagon tailgate. And the 
cowboy cooks have their 
counterpart in the neigh- 
borhood men building a 
good fire, maneuvering the 
charcoal, adjusting the 
grill and calling — when 
the meat’s done just right 
— “Come and get it!” 

The barbecue is the one 
meal pioneered by men. 

The word itself would 
seem to come from the 
French phrase, barbe a 
queue, a reference to the 
way a barbecued animal is 
spitted from the barbe to 
the queue — from the 
whiskers to the tail. 

But some word detec- 
tives argue that the word’s 
origin is Spanish, from bar- 
bacoa, the name, in parts 
of Central and South Amer- 
ica, for a framework of 
green wood on which meat 
or fish would be roasted or 
dried. 

Where the barbecue still 
exists as an elaborate insti- 
tution, as in Texas and 
some other parts of the 
South and Southwest, it 
continues to be a feast of 
gigantic proportions. One 
good example, is a cattle 
rancher from near San An- 
tonio, Tex., Felix Real, who 
would devote a long after- 
noon to preparing a barbe- 
cue. He made his own bar- 
becue sauce in a bucket, 
using two quarts of cooking 
oil, two quarts of vinegar, 
the juice of six lemons, six 
chopped onions, a small 
bottle of Worcestershire 
sauce and a quarter of a 
bottle of A-1 Sauce. He 
rubbed the meat with salt 
and pepper and allowed it 
to sit for an hour before 
putting it on the fire. 

For the next three hours 
at 15-minute intervals, 
Real brushed each piece of 
meat with the sauce, using 
a small paint brush, and 
turned it over. He did this 
with long-handled tongs; a 
fork might have punctured

the crust and allowed juice 
to escape. An hour before 
the meat was to be served, 
he let the fire burn very 
low and added half a pound 
of butter and two bottles of 
ketchup to the sauce. He 
said he couldn’t do this any 
sooner, because butter and 
ketchup are fine for form- 
ing .a crust but leave a 
burnt flavor when exposed 
to high heat. The result 
was meat enclosed in a 
crust of baked-on sauce, 
crisp and juicy. 

That sort of barbecuing 
is for festive occasions, of 
course. It would be much 
too much trouble for ev- 
eryday eating. 


SPICY SAUCE 

3 6-0z. cans tomato 
paste 

3 cans water (2% 
cups) 

% cup vinegar 

3 tbsps. Worcester- 
shire sauce 

3 tbsps. butter 

2 tbsps. onion flakes

Add a few dashes 
of Tabasco sauce if you 
like it extra hot. 

Italian: Omit the Wor- 
cestershire sauce and the 
vinegar, Add 1 cup tomato 
puree, 1 tablespoon fresh 
basil or dried basil, a pinch 
of oregano and 1 cup of red 
wine.

Happy 30th

Numismatic News, the 
coin hobby paper based in 
lola, Wis., turns 30 this 
year and a big celebration 
is planned in the little Wis- 
consin community. 

Chester L. ‘‘Chet’’ 
Krause was a 28-year-old 
carpenter when he founded 
the paper back in 1952 and 
he has hammered it into 
one of the hobby’s most 
successful publications. 

From the modest begin- 
ning — a one-page sheet, 
printed on only one side, 
with no photographs or ad- 
vertisements and an un- 
paid circulation of less 
than 1,000 — it has pro- 
gressed to the point where 
‘it is one of the highly re- 
spected publications. in 
numismatics today. 

Krause Publications now 
has more than 125 employ- 
ees, publishes more than 30 
periodicals, books and ref- 
erence catalogs and does 
an annual business in ex- 
cess of $10 million. 

A day-long series of 
events is planned July 17, 
with government and 
hobby dignitaries from 
around the country taking 
part. And even if you can’t 
make it to the paper’s big 
day, which includes a big 
barbecue, there’s still an 
opportunity to participate. 

A 30th anniversary’com- 
memorative set is being of- 
fered to persons entering a 
one-year subscription to 
Numismatic News by Oct. 
13 — the actual date of the 
anniversary. The anniver- 
sary set will include 31 un- 
circulated cents — one of 
each year from 1952 to 1982 


— ,plus a cupro-nickel 
medal and aluminum token 
designed exclusively from 
the company by Frank 
Gasparro, former chief 
sculptor-engraver of the 
US. Mint. 

And it is the medal that 
may be treasured until 
Judgement Day — precise- 
ly because somebody used 
bad judgment when the 
medal was struck and 
judgment is misspelled. It’s 

_ “judgement” on the medal 

where the words PUR- 
POSE, PRINCIPAL and 
JUDGEMENT are incor- 
porated into the design 
that includes a portrait of 
Abe Lincoln and the Lin- 
~eoln Memorial. 

Cliff Mishler, the ami- 
able publisher of the News, 
has taken his share of kid- 
ding sincé the error was 
discovered, and while it 
isn’t acceptable even as a 
second spelling in “Web- 
ster’s” he says it would be 
perfectly acceptable in 
jolly old England. Cliff is 
almost positive it was right 
in his original sketch idea, 


but somehow it slipped by - 


everyone — including the 
Franklin Mint,’ which 
struck the medal. 


“Please don’t be too hard 


- on us,” Cliff begged, when 


we put in a phone query to 
him about it back in Iola. 

T_assured-him we'd use 
good judgment and not 
make him look too bad. 
And indeed it would be 
hard to make such a fine 
publication as Numismatic 
News look bad.

The concept 
of disability 


Q. Does one have to be 
totally disabled to qualify 
for Social Security disabili- 
ty benefits? — AB. 

A. Under the Social Se- 
curity program, ‘the con- 
cept of disability is essen- 
tially one of total ‘disabili- 
ty. Congress did not intend 
that disability benefits be 
paid to workers who are 
able to do substantial gain- 
ful work, even if they have 
conditions which otherwise 
would be totally disabling. 


Q. Later this year when 
both my wife and I are 65 
we will be applying for So- 
cial Security. My wife 
worked quite a bit and she 
might be eligible for a 
higher benefit on her own 
earnings. 

Does she have to apply 
as my wife or can she 
apply on her own account? 
— WB. 

A. Your wife’s applica- 
tion will be considered as a 
request for payment on 
both accounts and she will 
receive the higher of the 
two benefits. 


Q. I have been a faithful 
donator to Social Security 
since it first started. I 
receive Social Security 
benefits-and-an SSI- check 
every month and Iam al- 
most 70. 

Recently I was accused 
of reporting an incorrect 
amount of earnings for 
1978 and they tell me I owe 
$78. That doesn’t seem 
right to me because I know 
I didn't ari as that

A. In 1978-the amount 
you were allowed to earn 
was $4,000 not $5,000. If you 
had earned over $4,000 that 
year you would have. been 
required to file an annual 
report of those earnings. 

Best thing to do is talk it 
over with somebody at 


your local Social Security 


office. 


Q. My wife and I will 
both be 65 next year. Nei- 
ther of us is eligible for So- 
cial Securtiy benefits. 

Are we eligible for Medi- 
tare? Can we keep our 
Mlue Cross-Blue - Shield. if 
we sign up for Medicare? 
—ALD. 

A. Neither of you is enti- 
tled to. Hospital Benefits 
under Medicare since. you 
are not entitled to monthly 
Social Security benefits. 

Each of you may pur- 
chase Hospital Insurance 
at a cost of $113 each. If 
you elect to do this you 
must also buy Medical In- 
surance at a cost of $12.20 
each. 

You may elect to pur- 
chase the Medical Insur- 
ance only. 

The fact that you have 
private. health insurance 
will not prohibit you from 
buying Medicare coverage. 

Your local Senior Citizens 
club-may~ have~an~insur= 
ance consultant available 
to advise you on a choice of 
policies.
